Meanwhile an overflow tunnel 
was put into operation and the 
pressure behind the dam was be- 
ing reduced. 

More than 3000 men, women and 
children of three central Utah 
towfig Were encamped on Moun- 
tainsides late today as water 
rushed through. a break in the 
tip of the dam, throatening col- 
lapse of the s.ructure. 

Offietals, of the D. & R, 2a. 
Westerti were advised at 3:45 
p. ™. that the pressure of the wa- 
ters appeared to be lessening and 
the reservoir was s.ill standing. 

The representative of the rail- 
road said some experienceq hope 
that the structure might yet 
weather the pounding of the wa- 
ter. 

Two hundred workmen were 
sent to the scene of the threat- 
ened collapse by the D. & R. G. 
this afternoon and began dumping 
filer material into the reservoir 
in ah effort to plug the leak. 

Apparently this procedure was 
lessening the leakage, for a mes- 
sage to the Utah Fuel company 
late in the day said that the dam 
could be saved.
